This scrawled message found in| 


a bottle washed up on the Corsican 
coast at Propriano, is believed to 
be the last message from the il!l- 
fated airship Dixmude, lost in the 
Mediterranean last December. 

The French super-Zeppelin Dix- 
mude at the time of its destruction 
was attempting a distance and en- 
durance record. It disappeared in 
a series of storms, with 62 men 
aboard. 

On Dec. 28 the body of the com- 
mander, Lieut. du Plessis de Grena- 
dan, was found off the coast of 
Southern Sicily. Later, charred 
parts of the airship were picked up 
and a board of inquiry reported 
that the Dixmude had been struck 
by lightning. 


LONDON-PARIS PLANE SERVICE 


Pian Express Airships to Traver 
100 Miles Per Hour. 
LONDON, May 19.—Night flights 
to Paris by after-dinner express 
airplanes, traveling at 100 miles an 
hour, are to be attempted in the 
near future by the New Imperial 
Airways Limited, to enable business 
men to dine in London after a day’s 
work and get to Paris at bedtime. 
Plans also are being made fora 
service of big planes, equipped with 
comfortable sleeping berths, for 
flights during the night from Lon- 
don to distant European capitals.

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Joseph S. Carr Is Under In- 
dictment for Wrecking 
Institution by Looting It 
of $710,000. 


Joseph S. Carr, under indictmert 
for looting the defunct Chippewas 
Bank, of which he was cashier anc 
largest stockrolder, causing a loss 
of $170,000, will not follow the tac- 
tics of Arthur O. Meininger, lovterc 
of the Night and Day Bank, and 
seck to delay the process of jus- 
tice for his own benefit. It was 
learned on reliable authority today 
that Carr plans to plead guilty and 
and go to prison. 

The question of leniency, It is 
understood, has not been dis- 
cussed and it is expected Carr will 
be given a reasonably stiff  sen- 
tence. He was indicted on four 
charges of grand larceny and em- 
bezzlement and one charge of 
forgery. 

Change of Venue Sought. 

Carr. entered a plea of not 
guilty before Circuit Judge Ittner 
last Monday and his counsel then 
erought a month’s delay in the 
case, in which lawyers for the 
State Finance Department con- 
curred, so that Carr might be of 
further assistance to the depart- 
ment in straightening out the 
bank’s records for the benefit of 
the depositors. 

The Judge «vas willing to post- 
pone the case-onby till today and 
Carr’s counsel: planned to ask for 
a change Qf venue today, seeking 
to gain time tn which Carr might 
be of help to the finance depart- 
ment. However, his lawyer pointed 
out to Judge Ittner this desire and 
said his client's fate was in the 
hands of the State. Circuit Attor- 
ney Sidener agreed that a continu- 
ance of the case would be of help 
in winding up the bank's affairs. 
Thereupon the Judge continued the 
case to the June team of court. 


Carr Turned Over Assets. 

The Chippewa Bank was closed 
Dec. 21, 1923. In an effort to cov- 
er the loss Carr turned over all his 
assets, including bank stock, his 
county home and other property. 

Meininger obtained a change of 
venue to Franklin County under 47 
indictments in the Night and Da» 
Bank case, alleging prejudice 
against him in St. Louis. He was; 
tried a year ago on the first charge 
and convicted, but has started a 
Supreme Court fight to appeal that 
conviction and to prevent trial on 
the remaining charges.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—The Senate today overrode | 
President Coolidge’s veto of the soldier bonus bill. The meas 
ure now automatically becomes law, the House having taken 


the same action. 


The vote was 59 to 26 to overthrow the veto. 
more than the necessary two-thirds majority. 


Several Republican organization 
leaders joined with a strong Dem- 
ocratic lineup in upsetting the veto 
on a vote which was in doubt until 
the last minute. 

Thirty Republicans, 27 Demo- 
crats and the two Farmer-Labor 
Senators voted to override the veto. 
Seventeen Republicans and. nine 
Democrats voted to sustain the 
President. 

President Coolidge himself made 
an eleventh-hour effort to stem the 
tide of support for the bill. He 
summoned seven Republicans fa- 
voring it to the White House, but 
was unable to swing over enough 
votes to accomplish its defeat.

MAN UNABLE TO WORK 
KILLS DAUGHTER AND SELF 


Tragedy in Suburb of Memphis 
Follows Walk to Gather 
Wild Flowers.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 19.—-- 
Martin D. Keith, 63 years old, a 
plumber, while walking with his 
daughter, Marie, 28, in Buntyn, a 
suburb, yesterday, suddenly gehot 
her through the head, killing her, 
and then turned the pistol on him- 
self, inflicting wounds from which 
he died 30 minutes later. Keith 
had asked his daughter to go with 
him to gather wild flowers and the 
tragedy occurred while they were 
returning.

HARVEY 0 BE EDITOR 
OF WASHINGTON POST 


Announcement of New Work of 
Former Ambassador Made 
by Edward B. McLean. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.-—George 
Harvey, former Ambassador to) 
Great Britain, will become editori- 
al director of the Washington Post 
on June 1, Edward B. McLean, 
publisher of the Post, announces, 

Since retiring as Ambassador, 
Harvey had been expected to re- 
sume active editorial work and ne- 
gotiations looking toward his tak- 
ing over the direction of the Post's 
editorial! activities had been in 
progress for some time. 

Harvey. who was appointed Am- 
bassador to Great Britainin March, 
1921, by President Harding, re- 
tired last November. 

Harvey's cditorial activities oc- 
cupied much of his life since 1882, 
but his connection with the Post 
will be his first work of this kind 
in Washington. His return to the 
magazine field was announced in 
April at New York, where it was 
said he would become editor of 
the North American Review, and 
would publish his first article, on 
President Coolidge, in the June 
issue. 

Considerable speculation as to 
the part the former Ambassador 
might play in the coming political 
campaign has engaged the atten- 
tion of political circles in Wash- 
ington since his return from Lon- 
don.

This is the case 
cited by Senator Robinson, minor, 
ity leader of the Senate and an au- 
thority on constitutional law, in 
an interview given the Post-Dis- 
patch recently on the action of two 
Chicago Federal Judges in vetoing 
the pardon granted by President 
Coolidge to Phillip Grossman, con- 

victed Chicago saloonkeeper. 

Senator Robinson approved the 
decision of the Judges, who ruled 
that, under the Constitution, the 
President had no right to grant 
executive clemency in a civil con- 
tempt case. 

Judge Sanborn’s Opinion. 

“The power to punish for con- 
tempt and disobedience of their 
judgments, writs, orders and proc- 
esses, {is an attribute of the Fed- 
eral courts as inherent and in- 
dispensable as the Judges them- 
selves,” says Judge Sanborn. 

“It was vested in them the mo- 
ment they came into existence by 
the grant to them of all the ju- 
dicial power of the nation by Sec- 
tion 1 Article 3 of the Constitu- 
tion.”’ 

He explained that proceedings 
for contempt are of two classes 
First, are criminal contempt pro- 
ceedings, which may be called punt. 
tive; second, are those for civil 
contempt, which are both remedial 
and coercive. 

“The former proceedings,” he 
says, “are conducted to preserve 
the power and vindicate the dic- 
nity of the courts and to punish, 
disobedience to their orders.
